DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Martha Stewart was seen hopping off the 
subway at the Georgica stop bearing armfuls of 
beautiful yellow gladiolas. The Georgica station 
concierge put them in one of that station’s 
beautiful Chinese vases and helped her up the 
escalator to the street to’her waiting Uber. 


THE GEORGICA STATION 

Needless to say, the Georgica Station, finished 
just two years ago as a summer station, is now 
open for the season. It is completely different 
from all our other stations. For one thing there 
is a string quartet. There’s a fully stocked 
bar. The escalators to the street operate at 
only two-thirds the speed of escalators on 
other platforms (as the result of a vote by 
the Georgica Stable and Chauffer Association 
which assists Hamptons Subway and funds the 
luxuries at the station.) There’s a small spa 


with massage and a trainer, a lovely art gallery 
and a fountain. New this year is the Botswana 
mahogany wall paneling, made to complement 
the brass fittings and black marble that grace 
the rest of the station. Also new are the 
beautiful seashell and beach rock chandeliers 
designed by the late Alfonso Ossorio. 
As usual, all persons getting off at the stop 
have to sign in and be announced. And of course 
you will need to activate the sliding doors of 
your subway car with the membership swipe 
card provided you to get on and off. Otherwise, 
the train just sits there and waits for 20 seconds 
and then leaves. 


SPRING CLEANING 

Hamptons Subway will be closed all day on 
April 23 for spring cleaning. All the platforms, 
booths and tunnels will be fumigated, sprayed 
for fungus removal, vacuumed for sand and 
debris, buffed down with grease solvent to get 
rid of the sticky stuff, sprayed by pest control 
people, hosed to remove graffiti, sponged with 
bacterial soap, then given a good scrub by 
teams. of washers. When that dries, there will 
be touch-up painting, a blow dry and hot towel 


application with sliced cucumbers, the last 
step is a vigorous feather-dusting. The system 
reopens on April 24 for 6 a.m. rush hour. 


TROUBLING DEVELOPMENT 

A new order from the Environmental Protection 
Administration (EPA), now charged with 
maximizing the use of the environment to 
ensure continued success for big business, 
might be dealing Hamptons Subway a fatal 
blow. The new order declares that the entire 
earth from six feet six inches underground 
and below within the borders of the United 
States is seized and now government property 
to be exploited for minerals, ore, vitamins 
and stone, shale, oil and gas. Since six feet six 
inches underground is merely halfway down the 
escalator to the platforms below, it is entirely 
possible, if this goes to the Supreme Court and 
gets approved, that our beautiful old Hamptons 
Subway System, a private venture, might have 
to go.

PIPELINE PROTEST LEADS TO ARRESTS 

Police were called last week to monitor an 
ongoing protest over the construction of a set of 
pipelines on the North and South Forks. Several 
protestors were arrested. The controversial 
Grapeseed XL pipelines, in the works for years 
but only recently given the final go-ahead 
by the federal government, are designed to 
carry rosé from wineries on the East End of 
Long Island to up-island markets. Experts say 
the Grapeseed XL pipelines are crucial for 
the development of the local rosé industry, 
which they say produces abundant wine that 
currently must be shipped inefficiently by truck 


to points west to supply needs elsewhere. 
Activists have long fought the construction of 
the Grapeseed XL pipelines, which they say 
travel through unspoiled wilderness and carry 
the risk of massive wine spills that could wreak 
environmental devastation. They also point 
out that spills would mean the loss of a lot 
of tasty rosé. One protestor, who consented 
to be interviewed on the condition that he 
remain anonymous, is suspicious of the stated 
goal of the pipelines. “Let’s face it, we barely 
have enough rosé around here to meet the 
local need. Once they get this pipeline up and 
running, how long before they start using it to 
ship cheap, substandard rosé from elsewhere 
into our area, and start taking all the good 
stuff for themselves? Mark my words!” This 
protestor, along with three others, was taken 
into custody for trespassing and refusing to 
comply with police orders. The Grapeseed XL 
pipeline construction is proceeding. 


MONTAUK WALL LEADS TO OUTCRY 
Officials in Montauk, frustrated by ongoing 
problems with beach erosion, determined 


last week to just give up on the beach and 
build a huge wall to keep the ocean out of 
the village. When news of the decision reached 
the public, Montauk erupted in protests, and 
police were called to keep the peace. Officials 
were unwavering, however. “People from 
elsewhere don’t understand,” said one official 
familiar with the deliberations. “They think 
the ocean is some kind of playground. But 
when you live year-round out here, and you 
see the way the ocean can mess with you, the 
love affair is over pretty quick. As for me, I'd 
rather not see the water at all.” If the wall plan 
goes through, this official might get his wish. 
The plan calls for the construction of a thick, 
massive 30-foot stone wall along the shoreline 
of Montauk hamlet as a replacement for the 
artificial dunes, which have proven so deficient 
over the past year. “There'll still be plenty of 
places to go down to the water,” remarked the 
official, “but the water won’t be running down 
our streets.” @@

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A Rose BY ANY cTHER NAME 


The Ham Tons 


Documenting the Changing Names of Our Villages 


BY DAN RATTINER 


I: several places around the country, there 

are gaggles of villages called “Hamptons.” 
In Massachusetts, for example, there’s an 
Easthampton, a Westhampton, a North Hampton 
and, spilling over into New Hampshire, a South 
Hampton, a Hampton and a Hampton Beach. 
Every one of these names is spelled slightly 
differently from the names given for Hamptons 
here in the Hamptons. 

And of course, none of them has the panache 
of “The Hamptons.” That’s here on Long Island. 
Everybody knows that. 

Who doled out these names so nobody would 
get mixed up? | don’t know, but | thought it 
would be a good public service to write about 
the Hamptons here on Long Island and how 

_ they got the names that they did. Many of them 
started out as a “Hampton” and continue so to 
this day. Others didn’t start out as a “Hampton” 
but became one. A few WANTED to become a 
“Hampton” but failed. None started out as a 
Hampton and wanted to later get out of being 
called that. Interesting. 


-First, however, I should start with 
Southampton, the dowager of the Hamptons, 
the Hamptons through which all others flowed, 
the first Hampton and the one that set the tone 
for all Hamptons that came afterwards. 

Southampton was founded in 1640 by settlers 
from Lynn Massachusetts, who had a royal 
charter from the Ear! of Stirling in England. He 
was to be paid four bushels of the finest Indian 
corn every year. There was also a proviso that 
1/5 of all the gold found on the aforementioned 
property would belong to the King and had 
to be shipped to him forthwith. This went on 
until the Revolution ended all that 136 years 
later. But Southampton, from the beginning, 


' was never anything else but Southampton. | 


have, however, seen a Long Island railroad map 
where the stop is called South Hampton. 
English families from Southampton soon came 
eastward and in 1644 formed a new village they 
called Bullshead at the headwaters of Sagg 
Pond. When a bridge was built across Sagg 
Pond—primitive at first but more permanent 
in 1686 by Ezekiel Sandford— the village of 
Bullshead became known as Bridgehampton. In 


researching this town, I have found that among 
the famous people who lived in Bridgehampton 
back then was a notorious criminal named 
Stephen Burroughs. He helped found the 
Bridgehampton Library in 1793 and donated his 
books. He’d gone straight, I guess. . 

Going on eastward, settlers from Connecticut 
founded the Village of Maidstone in 1648. 
After a few years, however, it received a patent 
to change its name to East Hampton since it 
was East of-Southampton and to get there you 
had to pass through Bridgehampton. In 1657, 
East Hampton became a colony of Connecticut. 
It later reverted to the New York colony. For 
many years, the name was spelled different 
ways in different contexts. Two postcards 
from the early 1900s call it Easthampton and 
East Hampton. There are history books where 
it is spelled East-Hampton. An section in a 
book called Long Island History by Peter Ross, 
published in 1902, refers to it two ways, as 
East Hampton and Easthampton in the same 
piece. According to East Hampton Librarian 
Gina Piastuck, the name might have been finally 
settled upon as East (Continued on next page) 
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Hampton by the town newspaper. In its 
first issue in 1885, the name of the paper 
is The Easthampton Star. On February 13, 
1886, it’s called The East-Hampton Star, and in 
1887 The East Hampton Star. The hyphen 
returned beginning in issues in 1888 and it was 
that way until 1901 when it finally decided it 
would be The East Hampton Star. 

“It’s hard to tell if anyone really agreed on one 
official spelling,” Piastuck wrote me. 

Going westward from Southampton, a group 
in Connecticut arranged to buy a large tract 
of land west of the Shinnecock Canal, which 
they called the Quogue Purchase. Colonists 
settled on this tract beginning in 1666, some 
in a place called by the Indians Ketchabonac. 
A post road between New York and Southold 
was established in 1765, which ran through 
what was stilled called Ketchabonac at that 
time. At some point, the name was changed to 
Westhampton. In 1800 it was changed again, 
this time to Westhampton Center. It was 
changed yet again in 1890 to Westhampton 
Beach, about the time that wealthy New Yorkers 
began coming out to build great mansions 
there. “Beach” sounded better, 1 suppose. 
The village of Westhampton Beach was officially 
incorporated in 1928. Huckster P. T. Barnum 
is a famous resident, having established the 
Howell House on Main Street around 1900. 
Ten years after the incorporation of the village, 
it received a direct hit from the Hurricane 
of 1938, widely considered the worst natural 
disaster of the 20th century. Twenty-eight 


people died, and almost every mansion on 
Dune Road was carried across Moriches Bay 
to pile up on the bayfront shores of mainland 
Westhampton Beach. 

The hamlet of Good Ground was founded in 
1740. It’s awonderful name. Some accounts recall 
that, in 1743, there was a smallpox outbreak. 
But Good Ground recovered. 

Good Ground soon became the central 
shopping district for Canoe Place, East Tiana, 
Newtown, Ponquogue, Rampasture, Red Creek, 
Squiretown, Southport, Springville, and West 
Tiana. But in 1922, Good Ground decided 
it should become a “Hampton” and in what 
is officially known as an amalgamation, the 
townspeople changed its name to Hampton 
Bays. However, today high up on a concrete 
wall of a former hardware store on Main Street 
is inlaid the name Good Ground. 

The most recent Hampton to pop up was on 
a narrow peninsula of land that until 1938 was 
an unnamed part of Fire Island in Brookhaven 
Township. When that hurricane broke through 
the barrier beach that year and never healed— 
becoming the Moriches Inlet—this strip of 
land, about 1.4 miles long and at places only 
300 yards wide—was annexed by the Town 
of Southampton. During storms in the 1960s 
and 1970s, the ocean broke through from the 
bay cutting off all municipal services, and the 
few residents whose houses had not been 
blown into the sea decided to incorporate 
it as a village. They named it the Village of 
West Hampton Dunes and sought federal 


help. Today, with a permanent population of 
58 people, it is the least populated of any village 
in the Hamptons. Nevertheless, electricity, 
sewage, phone and roads were restored and 
the new village became accessible again and 
soon thrived. 

Here are a few communities on the South 
Fork of Long Island who tried to become a 
“Hampton” but failed. 

In 1899, a group of wealthy New Yorkers 
who had summer homes in Shinnecock Hills 
wanted to change the name of that section to 
Hampton Hills because it would sound more 
exclusive. When they looked into it, they found 
that could happen if the permanent residents 
signed a petition to make it so. But none of 
them was a permanent resident. Then they 
realized, there was one permanent resident. 
He was Ralph Terwilliger, the postmaster of 
the Shinnecock Hills Post Office who lived 
alone above the post office—which also was 
the Shinnecock Hills Railroad Station. He lived 
there all year around and in the summer put 
the mail in their boxes and in winter forwarded 
it along to other addresses. So they went as a ~ 
group to his office and asked him. Would he 
please vote for the change? 

“Nope,” Terwilliger said. 

As I recall, in the 1970s, the community of 
Bellport tried to change its name to “Hampton 
Port,” but they couldn’t agree on whether they 
wanted to do that or not and the effort failed. 

With that] conclude my survey of all the places 
out here that call themselves, uh, whatever. g&

A 120-Year Trip 


In Suspended Animation to Get There & Then Waking Up

lot of the stories I write for Dan’s Papers 

are typed on a laptop on the Hampton 
Jitney on one of the trips it takes going back 
and forth from the Hamptons. to the city. 
It’s generally a two-and-a-half hour trip. And 
that’s just about right for one writing session. 
Occasionally, when something is complicated 
or very long, I can’t quite get it done before 
we arrive at the destination. When I see that 
is about to happen, I hope the bus gets into 
traffic and slows down a bit so I can finish. But 
it doesn’t happen. It makes me grumpy to not 
get the story done. 

The atmosphere on the bus is of library- 
silence quality. Reports are read, editing is 
done, newspapers and magazines are perused. 
On the luxury bus of Hampton Jitney, the 
_ Ambassador, there are hot towels handed out 
and earphones for the movie. Food and drink 
are served by an attendant. I generally accept 
the offerings but decline the earphones. The 
movie will take almost the whole time of the 
trip. I won’t get any work done. 


But there are exceptions. Last week, it was the 
movie Passengers starring Jennifer Lawrence 
and Chris Pratt. I looked it up on Rotten 
Tomatoes after I heard what it would be. It’s sci- 
fi. The critics hated it. The moviegoers loved it. 
So I watched it. And that is what the rest of this 
article is going to be about. 

The film opens with an _ enormous, 
quiet spaceship drifting majestically through 
space. The ship is so big that there is 
never a time the camera gives you a view 
of it in its entirety. It slides through the 
vacuum of space. A typed explanation appears 
on the screen. This is the spaceship Homestead 
I]. It is owned by a big corporation and this 
is its 52nd voyage bringing settlers to this 
colony on the new world. Jt will take 120 years 
for Homestead II to reach the new planet. 
On board, asleep in pods in suspended 
animation, are 5,000 passengers. They will be 
awakened when they are four months from 
their destination. They will be needing 
re-orientation education. 

We see some of the pods, maybe 300 of 
them in several rows in a great hall the size

of the Superdome. It’s dark in there. But 
strips of white and pink neon glow and 
hum. It’s the life support. All is well. 

The camera moves in on one particular 
pod. Lying still on his back, asleep inside, 
is the character Jim Preston (played by Chris 
Pratt.) He’s about 35. He will be 35 when 
they arrive, because he is in suspended 
animation. A hologram of a pleasant looking 
young woman appears inside the pod, hovering 
in front of him. 

“It’s time to wake up, Jim,” she says. “We 
are nearing our destination. This is a very 
exciting time.” 

He stirs, the pod cover slides down, the 
hologram urges him to his feet and accompanies 
him down a corridor to his quarters. There he is 
told to shower, put on some new clothes, have 
a drink of a yummy shake that a machine is 
preparing, and then put away his things. 

“You are bound to feel a little shaky at this 
point,” the hologram says. “But when dressed 
please go to your assigned classroom, 32, just 
down the hall for your orientation.” 

And so he goes. He (Continued on next page)

enters the classroom. There’s a hologram of a 
different woman at the head of the class, but 
nobody else is there. 

“Now everybody please have a seat,” this new 
hologram says. “And I will tell you about some 
of the virtues of this exciting new planet that is 
about to be your new home. How many of you 
have read up on this?” 

Jim looks around. All around him are empty 
seats. Something is terribly wrong. He runs out 
of the room. 

He runs down a hallway, shouting for anyone 
to answer, but there is no answer. He goes 
into one room after another—this place is 
like a giant cruise ship with every luxury 
imaginable. Nobody is in any of them. He 
finds a computer screen and pokes at it to 
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ask questions. How long has it been since 
they left earth? Thirty years, two days, 
seventeen hours. How long until they reach 
the destination? Ninety years, seventeen days, 
twenty-one hours. He’s been awakened early. 
This is an enormous mistake. 

As the movie moves along, Jim tries mightily 
to break down the steel firewalls separating 
the crew from the passengers, but fails. He 
grows a beard, is nasty to robots whose job it is 
to serve him. He finds a bar with what appears 
to be a bartender at it (played by Michael 
Sheen), who turns out to be a pleasant and 
empathetic cyborg. 

“What will you have?” the bartender asks. 
He’s cleaning a wine glass. 

Jim tells him and the bartender zips to 
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get the bottle. Jim can now see he is 
stainless steel from the waist down, ending 
in wheels. 

Eventually Jim finds a sleeping beauty among 
the passengers, a woman whose name is Aurora 
(played by Jennifer Lawrence). He sits by her 
for days, hoping she might wake up, but she 
doesn’t. He talks to the cyborg about how 
beautiful she is. He also has read her biography. 
She’s really great. In fact, he’s developed a 
crush on her.

He runs down a hallway, shouting for 
anyone to answer, but there is 

no answer. He goes into one room 
after another... 


Finally, and now it’s a year later, he can’t 
stand it anymore and figures out how to wake 


’ her. When she awakens, he lies to her. It just 


happened, like it happened to him. 

The movie now turns into a love story. It 
goes from wary companionship to. friendship, 
and well, to romance. But then she learns 
he woke her up. And she hates his guts 
and won’t have anything to do with him. 
“You’ve taken my life!” she screams at him 
from a balcony. 

This goes on a while, until, suddenly, more 
things start going wrong with the ship. (His 
waking early was the first of them.) The 
electricity goes out, then comes back on. Gravity 
fails and then is restored. And this unlikely 
pair come to the conclusion that something 
is seriously wrong, that the mission will fail— 
unless the two of them make up and figure out 
the problem on their own and fix it. 

For the rest of the movie, the two are running 
this way and that, putting out fires (sometimes 
literally, with fire extinguishers) and trying to 
find the source of the problem—and, of course, 
they do. In the process, just as Jim is willing to 
die to save Aurora from the overheating core 
computer and a complete meltdown, the two 
fall back in love. 

“Come back to me, Jim,” Aurora shouts to 
Jim as he prepares to go outside the ship for 
a spacewalk to open a core computer door 
that is stubbornly refusing to open. “I can’t live 
without you.” 

This plot is so delicious, | thought it worth 
telling you about. 

I haven’t felt so drawn to a plot like this 
since 30 years ago, when I read a book called 
Garbage World, where a space ship from earth 
lands on some faraway planet, to be greeted by 
friendly humans who wear bits and pieces of 
strange clothing. They are taken to makeshift 
shacks where everything is filthy and dirty and 
they can’t figure it out until, halfway through, 
the sound of a siren is heard and huge bags 
full of garbage come screaming through the 
atmosphere to land amongst them, bringing 
both exciting new garbage from distant planets 
and danger to the citizenry (if the bags hit 
them). This is the dump planet for all the other 
planets. The people are garbage pickers. They 
run and hide. The new visitors have to either. 
figure out how to put an end to this suffering or _ 
get the hell out of there.

East Hampton Signs on to Take Over the Montauk Beachfront

ast Hampton Town signed a contract with 

. the Army Corps of Engineers last week that, 

in my opinion, looks pretty terrible. As a result, 

I spoke to Town Supervisor Larry Cantwell 

about it. There are sophisticated reasons for 
what they did. 

Four years ago, at the height of a big storm, 
the ocean surf broke through the mile-long 
dune in downtown Montauk and began to flood 
the town. Town backhoes and bulldozers came 
immediately and pushed sand into the breach, 
essentially saving downtown. 

As aresult of this, the Army Corps of Engineers 


agreed this was an emergency and so put in a_ 


sloping wall of giant sandbags on the ocean 
side of the dunes, costing $9 million in federal 
money. It went from one end of downtown to 
the other, a distance of more than half a mile. 
And buried under tons of new sand on top, the 
new dune would be much higher. You wouldn’t 
even know the sandbags were there. 

The project was essentially finished last fall, 
and the deal was that after the Army Corps built 
this thing, they would turn it over to the town 
and county to maintain. There might be some 
sand loss over time. The cost was an estimated 
$150,000 a year to replenish lost sand, and 
much of that cost would come from the county. 

At that time, it seemed as if the Army Corps 


of Engineers were heroes. This was a $9 million 
dollar gift to keep downtown from flooding. 
Only a few final touches would complete the 
job: wooden walkways that went over the 
dunes. Seagrass to stabilize the sand. 

But then, before any final agreement was 
signed, a storm came through last fall and tore 
a hole in the dunes down to where you could 
see the underground sandbags. Some of the 
sandbags had even exploded in that storm. The 
town, of course, said they would not take the 
job over. It hadn’t held. It wasn’t complete. Two 
months later the Army Corps was back and, 
according to Cantwell, rebuilt the project back 
to its original height for $800,000. After that, 
a small part of the sandbag project became 
exposed in another storm. 

So why did the Town just sign on to be 
responsible for damage to the dune? Had they 
signed on the line last fall, they would have 
spent $800,000 instead of $150,000 last year. 
If the first year was $800,000, why would we 
expect it to be different in the future? 

The reasons for signing, according to 
Cantwell, were twofold. The first didn’t seem 
to me to be more than just gestures. The Army 
Corps agreed to allow the town to only have to 
make repairs once a year, on January 1, rather 
than have to scramble every time the sandbags 
were exposed. The other thing was that the 
Town would not be responsible for keeping 


sand in the fordune—the area in front of the 
sandbags which the town thought had been 
promised by the Army Corps but which turned 
out to not be so. Finally, the Town would not be 
responsible for replanting the beach grass that 
gets washed out. 

“Will the Army Corps be responsible for the 
last beach grass if the town is not?” [ asked. 

“No,” Mr. Cantwell said. It was also clear 
that if there were a breach during the summer 
tourist season, it would be left until winter 
before being fixed. Not good. 

However, the other reason for signing 
onto this overarched everything.

Nn poetry, a volta is a rhetorical shift or 
dramatic change in thought or emotion. 
In a Shakespearean sonnet, for example, the 
volta comes just before the final couplet— 
with a few exceptions—leading to a revelation 
or epiphany. If E£xtinction—currently in 
performance at the John Drew Theater at Guild 
Hall—were a Shakespearean sonnet, its second 
act, with the introduction of two Atlantic City 
_working girls, Missy (Brynne Kraynak) and 
Victoria (Raye Levine), is the third quatrain; the 
penultimate minutes would be the volta—the 
sudden, dramatic shift paving the way for the 
final three or so minutes—a heart-wrenching, 
emotional ending which you won’t see coming. 
Bravo to playwright Gabe McKinley for that. 

Extinction is a darkly funny drama in which 
two best friends since college, Finn (Sawyer 
Spielberg) and Max (Eric Svendsen, who, in 
the opinion of this reviewer, stole the show 
with his powerful and true-to-life portrayal of 
a 30-something, single, stereotypical bro-type, 
traveling pharmaceutical salesman) come to 
Atlantic City to spend a lot of money and to 
blow off just as much steam-on an annual male 
bonding weekend. 

We learn early that Max’s mother has 
recently succumbed to cancer, a fact Max later 
laments as he, a pharmaceutical salesman who 
can essentially cure anything from heartburn 
to athlete’s foot, can do nothing against the 
powers of that disease. Finn, currently enrolled 


in Columbia University’s PhD in Literature 
program, confesses that his mother’s business 
venture—the Max-maligned Munch Box—has 
gone under, taking Finn’s entire savings with 
it. It’s 2007 and the U.S. financial crisis has 
just hit and now he can no longer afford 
Columbia’s exorbitant tuition. Will Max help 
out? Is that why Finn agreed to this reunion 
in Atlantic City, despite the fact he has, as 
he says, grown up and is now unwilling to 
spend the weekend snorting coke and chasing 
women? He has a baby on the way, after all. 
A baby!? Max is surprised but unperturbed. 
Finn is insistent that he not do drugs or drink 


and that he stay true and honest to the baby’s The cast of Extinction on set. 


mother. Max: “There’s nothing honest about 

monogamy.” It is his philosophy that as men, he 
and Finn must fight and fuck in order to survive 
in the world, and all he wants is one more 
weekend—to party with Finn. Little do either of 
them know it will veer precipitously off course. 
Enter Missy and Victoria, the aforementioned 
working girls. Missy is semi-pro, which is to 
say she’s done this before. Victoria, perhaps 
still starry eyed after arriving in the “The City” 
from North Carolina is hesitant, but needs the 
money. Finn, also hesitant, is convinced to 
let go of his inhibitions. Booze flows, coke is 
snorted, money is thrown around. Never a good 
combination. As their night progresses another 
secret is revealed, which leads to another 
secret, which, really, is the volta, which brings 
us to the last few minutes. As noted before, if 
you said you saw it coming, you were lying.

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Roger McGuinn Flying into Suffolk Theater 


BY BRIAN CUDZILO 


n Friday, April 28 Roger McGuinn, founder of 
The Byrds, will be bringing his one-man show to 
Suffolk Theater. We spoke to him recently about the 
show as well as his project, Folk Den, and whether or 
not he influenced Dylan to go electric." 
Who were your biggest influences in the early ’60’s, 
before you formed The Byrds? 

It started with Elvis Presley’s “Heartbreak Hotel” 
back in 1956 and then in 1957 I was turned onto folk 
music. My music teacher brought a folk singer to our 
high school and I loved what he was doing. That’s 
why I went to the Old Town School of Folk Music in 
Chicago and studied to play the 12-string guitar and 
five-string banjo. Then I got into Pete Seeger and the 
Weavers, Josh White, Odetta, Big Bill Broonzy and 
Lead Belly—all the folk singers.

You’ve become quite an accomplished guitar 
player. How many guitars do you own? 

I have a few Rickenbackers, and some acoustic 
guitars and banjos. They’re basically just tools. I’m 
not a collector. 

Do you think Dylan was inspired to go 
electric because of The Byrds’ success with 
“Tambourine Man?” 

He was aware of the Beatles and Rolling Stongs 

and it might have been an eye opener that we 


‘about the song. It’s sponsored by UNC Chapel Hill 


got a number one hit with one of his songs 
that we rearranged to be a rock song. But there 
was something in the air. Everyone was sort of 
going that way. 

Why is your Folk Den project important for music 
lovers and musicians to have as a resource? 

The music could get lost in the shuffle. 
It’s definitely part of our heritage and culture. 
I compare it to architecture, where people 
like to bulldoze the old Victorians and put up 
glass and steel high-rises instead. This is an 
effort to protect the old, wonderful things. It 
started out of my concern that new folk singers 
were basically singer/songwriters and they weren’t 
doing the traditional music any more. | thought 
I'd make an effort to keep the traditional songs 
alive, so I put them up on the internet 
[updated monthly _ since 1995] "as a 
free download. I have over 250 of them up now 
as mp3s with lyrics, the chords and a little story 


as a public service. 

In a 2008 interview you said you specialize in 
playing in older, refurbished theaters. What is it 
about these kinds of theaters that attract you? 

I really love the old, refurbished theaters. 
It’s kind of like folk music. I always walk on the 
stage and say, “wow, maybe George Burns 
worked this place or some of the. old 
Vaudeville people.” ; 
What can we expect from this show as far as what 
you'll be playing? 

People come to hear the hits and I don’t let 
them down. I also mix in a few folk songs. It’s not 
a whole program of folk music. | tell stories 
between the songs and the whole thing kind of 
ties together like an autobiographical play.

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Essential Conversations About Family Wealth

ow confident are you about your family’s 

finances? How often do you discuss money 
with your loved ones? According to the Family 
Wealth Checkup study by Ameriprise Financial, 
there’s a correlation between financial confidence 
and communication. While many families are 
discussing financial issues, they tend to shy away 
from diving deep into topics like inheritance and 
estate planning, leaving some family members with 
unrealistic expectations. 

Here are some tips to help you discuss money 
matters with your family. 

Don’t wait for tragedy to bring up finances. 
Family conversations about finances lay the 
foundation for a more secure financial future for 
the people closest to you. Nine in ten adult 
children say a life-altering event triggered a financial 
talk with their parents. It’s a good idea to have 
these conversations when all the important players 
in your estate plan can participate and communicate 
their wishes or questions. With time on your 
side, you can cover topics thoroughly and have 
time to get the proper documents in place, if you 
haven’t already. 

Although estate planning can be a tough and 


emotional topic to initiate, families who have 


talked about it say the discussion went much 
smoother than anticipated. Families said their 
conversations were straightforward and relaxed 
as opposed to awkward or difficult—even more 
motivation to have the talk with your loved ones.

Tell loved ones where to find 
important documents. Prevent

Make the conversation a priority and schedule a 
time to chat. Rather than hoping a conversation will 
happen after dinner, let each family member know 
ahead of time that you want to talk. Complex estates 
may require multiple discussions, so schedule a date 
to continue the conversation if needed. After your 
initial conversations, keep your family members 
up-to-date about changes that could affect your 
estate, such as establishing a living will or cashing 
in an annuity. 

Share your agenda ahead of time so that 
your family can prepare for the conversation. 
Consider starting the conversation by sharing your 
financial goals and values, and telling your family 
why these discussions are important to you. Other 
topics on the agenda may include managing current 
finances including any debt, healthcare costs and 
legacy planning. 

Manage expectations. You don’t have to divulge. 
the exact value of your estate ‘or the amount of 

“money in your accounts, but it’s important to 
disclose enough details so that your family can set 
appropriate expectations. If part of your legacy plan 
includes leaving an inheritance, consider letting 
your family know whether it’s an amount large 
enough to help fund your grandchildren’s education 
or maybe it’s closer to a down payment on a car. 
Most people plan to leave an inheritance, but only 
21% of parents have told their kids how much they 
can expect to receive. 

Create or update your estate plan. Pair your 
conversations with a comprehensive estate 
plan to prevent rifts that can happen when 
financial wishes are not clearly documented. Your 
estate encompasses anything you own, such as 
real estate, cars, life insurance, financial accounts 
including your retirement plans, and personal 


possessions. Creating a plan for what happens to 
these assets and accounts is important no matter the 
size of your estate. 

If you already have an estate plan in place, revisit 
your will or trust, and update beneficiaries to various 
accounts and assets to mirror the blueprint you’ve 
shared with family members. Consider also providing 
instructions in a healthcare directive on what you 
want your family to do in the event that you cannot 
act on your own behalf. Clearly documenting your 
wishes can make difficult circumstances easier for 
everyone involved. 

Tell loved ones where to find important 
documents. Families who are kept in the dark 
could face challenges if something unplanned 
happens and they are left to pick up the financial 
pieces. Prevent headaches that can slow down the 
settlement of your estate by providing instructions 
about where you’ve stored the safety deposit key, 
bank accounts, stock certificates and other pertinent 
items, including digital assets. Also, ensure that 
your family has the contact information for the 
professionals (e.g. lawyer, estate planner, tax or 
financial advisor) who are helping you prepare or 
manage your estate. 

Work with a financial professional. If you 
experience conflict in your family discussions 
or want some help navigating difficult topics, 
consider working with a neutral third party, such 
as a financial advisor.

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Wolfin’ It Down at Smokin’ Wolf in East Hampton

i | *ve been work-dating Dan’s Hamptons Media head- 
of-sales Ken Kroncke for years. In celebration of 
his retirement from Dan’s, he took me to lunch at 
one of his faves—Smokin’ Wolf BBQ & More! in East 
Hampton. I love the flavors of barbeque but I’m not 
a big meat-eater, so 1 was counting on that “More!” in 
their name. I was not disappointed. 

Ken ordered a Smokin’ Wolf Sampler of chicken, 
ribs, grilled corn on the cob in cotija cheese, and corn 
bread. He’d never tried their grilled corn before—it 
was very good. When the corn comes from nearby 
Balsam Farms in season it must be spectacular. Of 
course Ken let me try everything. Hardwood smoked 
barbeque is not hard to like. 

We shared a Cowgirl Quesadilla of caramelized 
onions, guacamole, cheese and mango salsa. This 
was even better, more gooey-good that I anticipated. 

I'm from Buffalo, so I had to try the wings with 
housemade blue cheese dressing. | approve. 

I wasn’t in a hot dog mood but Smokin’ Wolf’s 
“Hot Diggity Dogs” sound adorable—Rode-o Dog 
(onion rings and BBQ sauce), Not-Cho Dog (chili and 
crushed nachos), Sweet and Saucy Cowgirl (sweet 
onions and BBQ sauce). I wonder if the Sweet and 
Saucy Cowgirl is named for owner-chef Arthur Wolf’s 
daughter Alexa, whom you’ll often find behind the 
counter keeping things saucy. (Read an interview that 
she did with her dad on previous page.) 

There was a blur of food. Brisket nachos with 
lettuce, tomatoes, cheese, sour cream, salsa and 
guacamole showed why Smokin’ Wolf’s catering is 
so popular for Super Bowl parties. The brisket is 
fall-apart tender. The hushpuppies were piping hot 
and had a thin, crispy exterior and a rich and moist 
interior and their smoked jalapeno dipping sauce was 


not spicy-hot, but just a savory addition. Luscious 
pulled pork and rotisserie chicken happened, as did 
sides of creamy potato salad, fresh coleslaw, sweet 
potatoes with a touch of spicy heat and Balsam 
Farms collard greens cooked to tender submission. 

Chef said we had to try an “S.O.B.” Salad, so we 
did. Caramelized, pulled chicken, roasted corn, warm 
black beans, shredded jack and cheddar cheeses, 
tomatoes and scallions in a corn tortilla. What 
a comforting mix. (“S.O.B.” stands for “South of 
the Border.”) This is the most popular salad with 
vegetarian patrons. Chef said that his Spice Rubbed 
Grilled Salmon, which comes with sweet corn, herbed 
red potato hash and citrus salad, is the best selling 
entrée with vegetarians. The housemade Veggie 
Burger of black beans, rice, sweet potatoes, plantains 
and corn served with mango salsa on a sesame bun, 
which is baked to order, was fine. But it was. right 
below the “Pig-Cow Burger” on the menu, which 
is just what it sounds like—heaven. Applewood 
smoked bacon ground into high quality beef topped 
with pepper jack cheese and chipotle mayo. 

If we didn’t have to get back to the office we 
would have indulged in Montauk Brewing Company 
Summer Ale, as many patrons do. How did I leave 
without trying the award-winning chili? Very, very 
full, that’s how. Ill be back at Smokin’ Wolf for 
another “five-napkin lunch” soon. The lunch menu 
promises “smaller portions at a smaller price.” A 
hearty lunch in the Hamptons for $9.95? That’s HUGE! 
Speaking of huge, did you know that you can buy Chef 
Arthur’s signature barbeque sauce by the gallon? 
It’s a straightforward, sweet sauce with evident 
smokiness and a medium hit of heat. It’s gluten-free, 
so it must be healthy, right? His guacamole, salsa and 
mango salsa come by the pound. Chef Arthur really 
puts the “Wolf” in barbeque! 4.
